Commission Gains Promise 
from All World Powers to 
Sign Treaty to Check 
Use of Drug. 


MEANS MUCH TO CHICAGO. 


Figures Show That Nine-Tenths 
of the Criminals in This City 
Are Addicted to the 
Habit.

Washington, D. C., April 18.—[Special.]— 
Chicago and the middle west, in common with 
other sections of the country, are vitally in- 
terested in the world movement for the aup- 
pression of the opium vice. The state ce- 
partment received yesterday the report of 
the American commission to the recent inter- 
national conference at Shanghai, which 

‘made a thorough investigation of the opium 
question in all its forms and concluded with 
a series of recommendations to the powers 
contemplating the effective curbing of the 
use of opium and its derivatives. 

To make the action of the conference effect- 
ive it will be necessary for a new conference 
to be called, at which treaties containing 
the Shanghai conference's recommendations 


' will be signed. 


How important this matter is to Chicago 
is shown by the report made by Dr. Hamilton 
Wright, one of the members of the American 
commission, on the opium smoking condi- 
tions in that city. He estimates that not less 
than 5,000 and perhaps 15.000 whites and 

‘negroes “‘ hit the pipe,’ while it is impossi- 
ble to indicate the number: that use mor- 
phine, cocaine, or other narcotics. Dr. 
Wright’s investigation showed that in the 
ease of college and university students there 
ig no use of opium in any shape or form.

DAILY HEALTH HINT. 


CARRIERS OF DISEASE. (1) 

Mosquitoes and flies are recognized car- 
riers of certain infectious diseases. For 
this reason a war of extermination must be 
waged against these dangerous little pests. 
This can be most effectually carried on by 
destroying or abolishing the places where 
they breed, 

As is well known, stagnant ponds, cess- 
pools, rain barrels, and low lying moist 
grounds are breeding places for mosquitoes. 
Flies breed mainly in manure piles and 
garbage cans and garbage dumps. The 
abolition, then, of the places and of the 
conditions under which flies and mosquitoes 
are propagated will mean their extermina- 
tion. : 

Meanwhile, until this can be accom- 
plished, protect your homes by carefully 
screening all doors and windows. And be 
sure to get them in early before “ fly time ” 
gets here. Watch tomorrow’s health hint 
for ways to destroy both flies and mos-

The use 
of cocaine is spreading, especially among the 
golored people, both in the north and south. 

Aside from the effect of the drugs upon 
the users thereof the question is of im por- 
tance because of the number of criminals 
which they make. It was estimated by com- 
petent authorities in Chicago and New York 
that nine-tenths of al} classes of criminals, 
fallen women, and their followers use opi- 
ates or cocaine; opium smoking is commog; 
the use of opium pills also is common. and it 
is a frequent practice of these classes to take 
morphine powders or tabloids. 


_ Vice Grows with Prohibition. 

_ The use of morphine in Maine-has increased 
by 50 per cent during the lest ten years 
and this is aitributable to the prgninition: 
laws in force in that state. 

The foregoing statistics show conclusively 
that American people must take a deep in- 
terest in the movement to eradicate the vice. 
As guardians of the Philippines, too, they 
must act. In the islands the importation and 
sale of opium have been made illegal, but 
the smuggling of the drug appears to be 
Successful, though the price has risen to a 
point prohibitive to the poorer classes. 

During the last session of congress a law 
Was enacted making it a punishable offense 
to import into the United States opium in 
any form save for medical purposes. This 
law entered into effect on April 1. It is esti-

DOOM THREATENS SULTAN. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, April 19, 8 a. m.—Information 
from Constantinople this morning points to 
a forthcoming triumph for the Young Turks 
and a crushing defeat for the reactionaries 
in the Ottomon empire. 

As the situation shapes itself now, the 
victory perding for the Young Turks promisés 
to be even greater than that of the July 
revolution and may eventually result % the 
abdication of the sultan. 

Dispatches from Saloniki state that Abdul 
Hamid has been condemned to death by the 
committee of union and progress. 

Monastir reports that the sultan is in ne- 
gotiations with the committee in regard to 
his abdication. This rumor is without con- 
firmation, but it is the genera} belief that in 
the event of the committee being success- 
ful in the present conflict, there will be lese 
leniency shown toward the sultan than at 
fore. 

Another story which adds to the dark 
cloud which appears to be enveloping the 
aged ruler is to the effect that Turkish war- 
ships at Smyrna have sent to the committee 
a promise to go to Saloniki and support the 
cause of the Young Turks. 


Fourth Corps Joins Young Turks. 

Messages from Constantinople say that the 
ministry of war telegraphed to Erzeroum 
and Trebizond for troops from the Fourth 
corps to strengthen the garrison at the capi- 
tal and was astonished to receive the reply 
that the Fourth corps intended to march on 
Constantinople to restore the constitution. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Daily Mail claims to have authority for say- 
ing that the committee of union and progress 
intends first to retake Constantinople and 
then institute a military dictatorship until 
the country is entirely tranqull, taking meas- 
ures to safeguard Pera and Europeans in the 
capital. 

The fullest precautions will be taken to 
prevent reprisals by the palace, it is ce- 
clared. Stamboul will be swept clear of its 
fanatical element at any price. 

The correspondent asserts that the troops 
in Constantinople will not resist the ad- 
vancing Young Turk troops. It is reported 
that already several barracks are deserted, 
not even the sentries remaining. 


Fear Demonstration by Powers. 

The effect of the massacres in Asia Minor 
is giving the porte much concern. It fears, 
according to a dispatch from Constantinople, 
that Great Britain, France, and Russia may 
make a naval demonstration. It believes 
Russia intends to send warships through the 
Dardanelles. 

Late dispatches say that over 1,000 persons 
have been massacred at Alexandretta and 
Tarsus. The burning and killing continues, 

It is reported that 8,0UU persons are home-~- 
less in Tarsus alone. 

Confirmation has been received of the kill- 
ing of two American missionaries at Adana. 

The murdered missionaries were Daniel 
Miner Rogers and Mr. Maurer. 

The others connected with the missions are 
safe, but do not dare to leave the mission 
house. They are suffering from lack of pro- 
visions and medicines, and have sent an 
appeal to the military authorities for pro- 
tection. 

Mr. Rogers was the son of Mr. and Mrs. D. 
O. Rogers of New Britain, Conn. Mr. Mau- 
rer’s antecedents are not known here. 


Warships Hurry to Mersina. 

Three French warships are hurrying to 
Mersina, where the situation is desperate. 
Foreigners and many Christians have taken 
refuge in the consulates. The local troops 
and the governor are doing their best to pro- 
tect the town, but there is great fear that it 
cannot hold out much longer egainst the in- 
vasion of the Moslems, who are sweeping 
down in largé numbers. 

The American vice consul at Mersina, John 
Debbas, has been unable to proceed to Adana 
owing to the interruption of communications. 
A British warship is proceeding to Alezap- 
dretta.

Millers, in Meantime, Raise Cry of 
“Free Grain from Canada.”’ 


The price of bread fs going up In Chicago 


along with the May wheat quotations. 

Mathias Schmidinger, president of the 
Master Bakers’ association, last night an- 
nounced a rise in price to6 cents a loaf is 
inevitable and a rise to 7 cents poésible. 

In either case, quantity of bread coneid- 
ered, the increase will amount to the 7 cent 
figure, inasmuch as the higher estimate ip 
based on the possibility that the state Su- 
preme court will rule on Wednesday that the 
city ordinance making sixteen ounce loaves 
obligatory is constitutional. 

In the face of the operations in wheat con- 
ducted by James A. Patten, Mr. Schmidinger 
said the present price of 5 cents a loaf for 
bread is ruinous to the bakers, even with 
shortened weight. 


Says Every Sale Is a Loss. 

He said that money is being lost on every 
loaf of bread now sold in Chicago and that 
already fifty bakers have been forced out of 
business. ‘‘Wheat King’ Patten was blamed 
by Mr. Schmidinger for the crisis in the bak- 
ing trade. 

While individual bakers may raise their 
prices for bread at any time, Mr. Schmidinger 
said that he himself will do so May l. A 
meeting of his association is scheduled for 
next Saturday night in the Schiller building. 

Owing to the “ anti-trust " law, Mr. Schmid- 
inger said the association could not take any 
action on a rise of price as a body, but he 
anticipated that some formal action would 
be taken. 

It was intimated that this might take the 
form of an agitation to secure the free im- 
portation of Canadian wheat, on which at 
present there is a duty of 25 cents a bushel 


Increase or Bankruptcy. 
“Will the price of bread go up?’’ repeated 
Mr. Schmidinger, in amazement, when the 
question was propounded. “ Indeed, it will. 


If it didn’t bakers would have to prepare to. 


go into bankruptcy and within a short timea 
baker in bankruptcy would be paying far 
short of 100 cents on the dollar, the way 
wheat is soaring. 

“ We bakers havé come to the point where 
we have got to raise the price to live. All 
of us are losing good money daily owing to 
the present situation, which I ascribe wholly 
to the operations of Patten in going out and 
buying up the wheat. 

** While the prices are going to be boosted, 
the boosting will be done by individual] ba- 
kers. The anti-trust law that seems to offer 
loopholes for interests more moneyed than 
the bakers, prevents the bakers from get- 
ting together and deciding to raise the price. 
But I'm going to raise the price May 1 and 
the other bakers will have to raise their prices 
or go opt of business. 

“Upon the action of the Supreme court in 
ruling on the city ordinance requiring a six- 
teen ounce loaf will depend the amount of 
the raise in the price of bread. If the Su- 
preme court rules that we must put sixteen 
ounces of bread in a loaf, the price we must 
put on it will be 7 cents, sure. There is no 
doubt about this. Under this condition 
will cost 7 cents to buy a loaf of wrens in —. 
cago after May 1, if not sooner,’ 


Free Wheat to Shield Poor. 

“‘ How about the duty on Canadian wheat?’ 
Mr. Schmidinger was asked, when the com- 
ing meeting of the Master Bakers’ associa- 
tion came under discussion. 

“Canadian wheat ought to come in free 
under such conditions as exist now,”’ was the 
reply. “‘ When you force people to pay high 
prices on bread which for centuries has been 
the staff of life of the civilized world, you 
are striking at the pocketbooks of the poor- 


bread, he will be getting a feirer deal 
by Paying T cents for a full size loaf, if need 


be, than by paying 6 cents for a loaf of any 
size the baker might choose to make it— 
perhaps as small as nine ounces. Some of the 
loaves now being sold for 5 cents weigh only 
about nine ounces, according to Mr. Kjel- 
lander. Until the Supreme court has passed 
on the ordinance Mr. Kjellander will be pow- 
erless to interfere with the short weights. | 


Millers Up in Arms. 

While Mr. Patten remained taciturn at his 
residence in Evanston during the day and 
declined to divulge his plans to curious in- 
quirers, his operations in wheat were the 
subject of conversation wherever men even 
remotely connected with board of trade busi- 
ness met. As for men connected. with the 
milling industry, they were up in arms. 
~ W. Dillworttr"Chicago manager for one 
of the biggest flour manufacturing firms in 
the northwest, joined with President Schmid- 


_inger of the Master Bakers’ association in 
‘urging that the Canadian wheat be admitted 


free. 

George E. Roberts, president of the Com- 
mercial National bank, was of the opinion 
that there will not be any reduction in the 
price of wheat for some time. He saw a 
great shortage. 

“We are prone to compare wheat prices 
with the prices of years ago, when new land 
was being opened up and farmers scarcely 
could make a living,.’’ he said. ‘ That day 
has gone by. I don’t believe the low prices 
that obtained in those days ever will obtain 
again.”’ 

Discussion regarding the prétedie course 

of the market was rife during the day and 
weather reports will be scanned anxiously 
this morning. The market closed on Satur- 
day with May wheat 1 cent’ higher for the 
day, July wheat 1% cents higher, and Sep- 
tember and December wheat 1 cent higher. 
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Minister Rebukes Patten. 

Patten’s alleged manipulation of the mar- 
ket was made the occasion of stinging refer- 
ences in the sermon of the Rev, R. A. White 
of the People’s Liberal church. —

ENGALITCHEFF REACHES U. S.;: 
DENIES RUMORS OF A DIVORCE. 


Prince, in New York, Indicates Wife Is 
in Chicago, but Brother Says She Is 
in East. 


Is the Princess Nicholas Engalitcheff, wife 
of the Russian vice consul at Chicago, in 
Chicago or in New York? Still more doubt 
as to the princess’ whereabouts was spread 
yesterday when Prince Engalitcheff arrived 
at New York from Naples by the Hamburg- 
American liner Moltke and declared he was 
on his way to Chicago to meet his wife. That 
would seem to indicate that the princess is in 
Chicago. On the other hand, E. W. Pard- 
ridge, 8200 Michigan avenue, brother of the 
princess, declared at night that his sister is 
not in Chicago and that he knew nothing 
of the arrival of the prince in New York.

A cartoon by John T. Netinlences was used 
by Jenkin Lloyd Jones yesterday as the text 
for his sermon in All Souls’ church.

Mr. Eddy says the Russian point of view 
of the Jewish problem in Russia iga religious 
feeling. He says the religion of the mem- 
bers of the orthodox Greek church teaches 
them that the Jew “is not to be looked upon 
as &@ fellow man,” and the severe tenets of 
the Christianity of three centuries ago still 
hold the people of the Russian empire, from 
the highest to the lowest.

PORT LIMON, Costa Rica, April 18.—The 
steamer Guadeloupe arrived. here yesterday 
with Sefiora Castro, wife of the former presi- 
dent of Venezuela, on board. She did not 
land, but expressed her intention of proceed- 
ing to St. Nazaire on the steamer. The ex- 
president is already on his way to that port on 
the steamer Versailles.

According to a late dispatch 7,000 men 
have passed the lines at Tefatalja. The 
vanguard of the troops is at Tchekmedge, 
eighteen miles from the capital. The main 
body is at Spartakale, thirty miles away. 
It is expected by tomorrow morning there 
will be 30,000 ready for the proposed advance. 
The traops in the capital, says this message. 
will offer no resistance. Several barracks 
are even now deserted. 


Protests from the Provinces. 

In the Turkish chamber yesterday thirty- 
five telegrams of sharp protest against the 
mutiny were received from the provinces and 
read. These included messages from the com- 
mander of the Adrianople army corps and the 
Armenian and Kurdish committees. 

It is estimated that since the mutiny from 
fifteen to twenty officers have falien victims 
to private or political hostiltty. — 

The Saloniki branch or the committee of 
union and progress addressed a strongly 
worded telegram to the sultan, practically 
imputing to his majesty a violation of his 
oath to uphold the constitution. 

The telegraphic communications between 
Constantinople and Spartakule, Tchatalja, 
and other stations along the railway line are 
in the hands of the invading army. 


How Commander Was Lynched. 

Details have been learned of the lynching 
of the commander of the battleship Assar-I- 
Tewfik, whose name was Ali Kabuli, n 
Arif Bey, as previously reported. Wednes- 
day night the commander assembled the re- 
cruits before the guns and explained how 
they should be fired. He then trained the 
guns on the Yildiz Kiosk and the arsenal 
and instructed the recruits that they must 
fire at his order or they would be annihilated. 
It would be, however, he added, while the 
crew was asleep. 

The quartermaster overheard the conver- 
sation and informed the crew. They there- 
upon seized the commander, calling him a 
traitor. The following day they took him to 
the war office. He attempted to escape, but 
was secured and beaten. He was then taken 
to the palace, where, it is stated, the sultan 
ordered him to the guardhouse for trial. It 
was while proceeding thither that he was 
lynched and mutilated.

The two great transformation scenes 
moved without a hitch; the grail glowed at 
just the right time, the spear sid all right, 
the flower garden collapsed properly, and 
the dove settled down smoothly, as it should. 
To have all these do this is to make ““Par- 
sifal "’ successful, for it, after all, is first and 
foremost a spectacle, and unless it be spec- 
tacularly smooth it fails. 

Mr. Dippel merits sincere congratulation 
on the manner in which he and his forces 
produced the great music drama The set- 
tings are unusually beautiful, the arrange- 
ment of the Flower Garden being somewhat 
different from what it was when “ Parsifal ”’ 
last was done here by the Metropolitan com- 
pany, and the change in the costumes of the 
Knights of the Grail being a distinct better- 
ment. The robes now are of a bluish gray 
ani the manties of red—the latter color 
adding richness and character to the picture. 


Chorus Does Good Work. 
The chorus did good work, particularly 
good when the infrequency of the work's 
presentment this season is remembered. 
These are choruses which must be kept con- 
stantly In practice to “ go” at all as they 
should, and thatthe singing was as smooth 
and as accurate as it was speaks well for the 
system and routine that the choral forces of 
the organization are subject to under the 
present régime. The Temple music was 
given effectively, even the pitch being kept 
true most of the time. There were a few 
bad moments now and again in the Flower 
‘Girl scene, but the music is fiendishly diffi- 
cult. and the slips are not hard to pardon. 
The:orchestra gave good account of itself. 
. Hertz felt tremendously expressive when 
he began the Prelude and he drew out the 
phrases until the melodic line came precious 
close to snapping, and frequently during 
the course of the performance he would have 
a return of his emotion and slow down until 
the singers—especially Gurnemanz and Am- 
fortas—had to gaap for breath in order to 
finish their phrases. Aside from this fond- 
ness for “ Bayreuth tempo ” the reading was 
clear and of beauty. 


Mme. Fremstad as Kundry. 

The solo parts were in good hands. Mme. 
Fremstad made her first appearance herethis 
season and her Kundry proved the most per- 
fect achievement she has yet placed to her 
credit in Chicago, and her record is a fine one. 
Her Kundry, has improved greatly since it 
was watched here some three or four years 
ago. It has matured, mellowed, and gained 
in poise and certainty, and was vocally and 
dramatically beyond aught save the sin- 
cerest and highest praise. In the first act 
the makeup for the wild, rough creature was 
exceptionally well chosen, in the second act 
the temptress was made of truly ravishing 
beauty, and the Magdalene of the last act 
was like a figure from some old master paint- 
ing. 

In the first act the actress succeeded re- 
markably in suggesting the physical and 
psychical unrest which Kundry feels while 
lying on the ground, apparently half asleep, 
yet sensitive to the references which Gurne- 
manz makes to incidents thgs concern her 
and her former deeds. The scene isa diffi- 
eult one, for Kundry must not obtrude and 
yet she must not be forgotten. 


Role Handled with Excellence. 

In the second act something more of the 
deceiving siren might have been asked for 
in her tempting of Parsifal, especially when 
she tells him of hts past, but the artist evi- 
dently thinks Kundry sincere at this time 
and reserves her temptress powers for the 
later scene wherein she bends over the 
“ rulleless fool ’’ and exercises her love wiles. 
The treatment of the r6le fs not without its 
justificatiom and Mme. Fremstad may well 
claim immunity from criticism for so han- 
Gling it. 

She sang the music with superlative tonal 
loveliness, her voice never having seemed 
so sensuously beautiful and as rich in color 
as it did, especially in the first half of the 
act. The scene with Klingsor which pre- 
cedes was also exceptionally done, the sighs 
and moans being made most effective. The 
great dramatic climax of the garden scene 
was vocally as impressive as the unreason- 
able character of the vocal line makes pos- 
sible. The description of Kundry’s having 
met the Christ and laughed was handled with 
Splendid skill and art. In the last act the 
artist was admirable. She recalled Materna 
at her best in this act and higher praise can- 
not be spoken. 


Difficult Task for Mr. Anthes. 

Mr. Anthes, who was the Parsifal, labored 
It was the first time 
he ever had sung the part, and he had pre- 
Pared it in a few days—since it was known 
that Mr. Burrian, owing to the death of his 
wife, would not be able to be with the com- 
pany during the Chicago engagement. Work- 
ing under these conditions, Mr. Anthes merits 
Only commendation for what he accom- 
Plished.

When a singer is sick the public consents 
But in this instance the 
manager deliberately changes the cast in 
order to arrange an additional performance 
for his own gain. True, the manager of 
the Chicago season says he is furnishing a 
more expensive tenor in Mr, Martin’s place. 
But when you have paid for what you want, 
can the seller legally insist on high handed- 
ly delivering to you something you don’t 
want, or something you may have had sev- 
eral times already? Does the fact that the 
substituted article, in his estimation. is bet- 
ter value for the money improve the sit- 
uation any? 

When he further suggests that, if you 
want to hear Mr. Martin, you can buy tick- 
ets for the afternoon as well, is the sugges- 
tion to be taken as grim humor or studied 
insult?

Mr. Whitman declared yesterday that he 
courted an investigation of the house of cor- 
rection and that the institution was always 
open to the inspection of any one. 

“The charges that most of the prisoners 
are doing contract work are absurd,” said 
Mr. Whitman. *‘We have about 1,450 in- 
mates of the bridewell at pregent. About 250 
prisoners do work for the Chicago Broom 
Nb yd the Western Chair company, and 
th hicago Leather and Mercantile com- 
pany. The other 1,200 inmates work in 
crushed stone, brick manufacture, clothing, 


‘ and shoes. This work is dorie for the city.”

Busse Indicates He Probably

Mrs. Gudrun Thorne-Thomsen 
Finds There Are Few Books 
for School Children, 


Mayor Busse has taken under advisement

“We have not considered the situation in 
an official way,"’ said George B. Armstrong, 
a member of the library board. “1 cannot 


_ Say what the board will] do as a whole regard- 


ing the request to Mr. Hild to resign. Some 
of the members feel it should be withdrawn 
I believe that should Mayor Busse appoint 
a library commission it would be wise to 
do 60, . : 

‘A committee of the library board has 
been doing just this sort of work during the 
last three or four days. We have found 
weaknesses in the present system and have 
issued orders for changes which I am sure 
Will be beneficial. We propose continuing 
these investigating trips and the board will 
‘nake such improvements as lies in its power.’ 

Librarian Hild declared the appointment 
of a commission would show where the weak- 
ness in the library system really lies. He 
said that there undoubtedly were certain de.- 
fects, but that they could not be charged 
indiscriminately as the fault of the adminis- 
tration alone. 


Plea for School Children. 

The relations of the public library to the 
school children of Chicago, under the pres- 
ent administration, are criticised severely by 
Mrs. Gudrun Thorne-Thomsen, who during 
the last year has been closely associated 
with educational work among children of the 
lower classes. When a fund was subscribed 
by interested Chicago women to maintain a 
“story hour” in the reading rooms of small 
parks Mrs. Thorne-Thomsen was commis- 
sioned to do part of the work. 

‘* I think the most serious criticism against 
Mr. Hild is in regard to the children’s work 
and his attitude towards it,’ she said. ‘* Chi- 
cago bas nearly 600,000 children of school age. 
There are 23,822 juvenile books at the main 
library. .About 2,000 of these may be con- 
sulted directly in the Hughes reading room. 
for young people. 

‘There is one branch library with about 
2.000 juvenile books which circulate. This 
library, the Blackstone Memorial, may reach 
two or three schools. For the other 598,000 
children there are fifteen reading rooms in 
the city. 

“Data gathered by some of the public 
school principals. prove that more than 
twelve times as many children as are now 
drawing books would do so if the books cir- 
culated from the reading rooms. 

“Mr. Hild says children soon stop using 
their cards after obtaining them. This is 
sadly true in Chicago, but the main cause 
next to the difficulties in getting the books 
is that the fine for overdue books is 3 cents 
a day. The fine for a few days’ forgetting 
represents a capital to most of the little 
patrons of the reading rooms. But Mr. Hild 
says that Chicago cannot afford to decrease 
the fine. As to the most direct coéperation 
between our city schools and the library, let 
it be known that there is not one public li- 
brary placed in a single school in Chicago. 


Voice of People Heard. 

Among the communications received com- 

menting on the library situation was the fol- 

ing: 

"te Dubna, April 16.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—In view of the extraordinary treat- 
ment proposed to be inflicted upon Librarian 
Hild it is possible the public might be inter- 
ested in certain extracts from a scrap book 
in the writer’s possession. This book was 
the property of the late Azel F. Hatch. for 
nine years a member and six years presi- 
dent of the board of trustees of the Chicago 
public library. 

“The following paragraph is perhaps most 
significant, considering that the sum and sub- 
stance of the ¢ry of Mr. Hild’s critics is that 
he ‘does not get the books to the people.’ 
This paragraph is taken from the address of 
Mr. Hatch at the dedication of the library 
pbuilding in October, 1897, and Mr. Hild had 
then been librarian for the ten preceding 
years: 

“*In 1896 the four libraries of the world 
having the greatest home circulation were as 
follows: 

Birmingham, England .....+++++4. oavess 
Boston public Mbrary .. 847,321 
Manchester, Pngland ...... cose 075,944 
Chicago public library ......--seseeeeess 1,173,586 

‘“«* ¥¢t is therefore a noticeable fact that our 
library. which has been for several years 
the most used in our own land, now stands 
first among the libraries of the world in the 
home circulation of books.’ 

“It would seem, therefore, that at that 
time Mr. Hild had at least learned how ‘to 
get the books to the people,’

BOLT STRIKES HUNT’S HOTEL 


Flocd Imprisons Guests for a Time in 
Basement Restaurants. 


Thunder, lightning, and a deluge of rain last 
hight formed the elements of the most sepring- 
like storm cf the season. Streets end alleys 
were Converted into swift, streams that in 
many places were impassable. ._Discomfort 
and inconvenience were experienced by all 
who were abroad. ; 

Several buildings were struck by lightning, 
but the damage that resulted was small. 
Firemen were sent to 1722 Kenmcre avenue 
to spread a tarpaulin over a hole in the roof 
that had beén made by an electric bolt. There 
was no fire. 

Hunt's European hotel, 148 Dearborn 
street, was the only place downtown that 
was damaged by lightning. The arc lights in 
the office and hotel were extinguished, and 
the fright caused several guests to leave their 
rooms. | 

A cloud of steam from an adjoining build- 
ing pouring over the hotel and against the 
front windows prolonged the incipient panic 
a few moments, but Night Clerk T. B. King 
restrained several young women guests from 
rushing into the street. Only one of them— 
whose name was refused—was hurt. She 
slipped on the stairs and fell against a rail- 
ing, slightly bruising her side. 

The electric discharge traveled down a tall 
iron smokéstack to the roof of the hotel, and 
the action of the iron as a lightning con- 
ductor was thought to have saved the build- 
ing from heavy damage. 


Dwelling House Is Struck. 

Lightning, strick the house of Adolph 
Howell at 7205 Aberdeen street, occupied as 
a butcher shop and dwelling, setting firetoa 
curtain. Howell sent in an alarm of fire, but 
succeeded in extinguishing the blaze before 
the arrival of the firemen. 

The storm, which the weather man de- 
clares had been gathering in the northwest 
for several days, struck the city shortly after 
8 p. m. Pedestrians were driven from the 
streets by the downpour and in some of the 
basement restaurants in the loop district the 
dining room floors were covered with several 
inches of water almost before the guests 
could seek shelter. 

In the Washington restaurant, Wabash 
avenue and Adams street, the floor of the 
dining room was inundated. Twelve mem- 
bers of a woman's orchestra were forced to 
stand on chairs until they could be rescued. 
The water stood fourteen inches deep in the 
restaurant and a good likeness of a real panic 
prevailed among the women musicians when 
it appeared that they would have to be car- 
ried to places of dryness, 

One'of the guests near the door summoned 
assistance in the shape of men garbed if iong 
rubber waders. ‘These “‘deep sea divers” 
accomplished the rescue with satisfaction to 
all concerned, z 


Guests Imprisoned in Cafes. 

In De Jonghes’ men’s café, the Boston 
Oyster house and others, the water was pre- 
vented from reaching the dining room floors, 
although it stood several inches deep in the 
kitchens. Waiters and other employés armed 
with buckets and pans worked valiantly to 
save the skillets from the perils of rust. 

In the States restaurant, the College Inn, 
the Garrick café, and similar after-theater 
resorts, the guests were practically impris- 
oned until late in the evening because of their 
inability to secure cabs, taxicabs, and other 
conveyances. Anything with wheels on it 
was in great demand. Many persons who 
had engaged cabs earlier in the evening 
could not find them after the storm began 
and were forced to wade through the water 
to street cars. 

It is expected considerable damage will be 
discovered this morning when. business places 
are opened. Lsually when there is a heavy 
rain storm the basements of commissiop 
houses in South Water street suffer losses. 
Other basements in the loop district are sup- 
posed to have been flooded by the downpour. 

The police of the Twentieth precinct, “back 
of the yards,’’ say there will be enough water 
in Gage Park to have yacht raceg today. 
Flooded districts in the northwestern part 
of the city and also at Grand Crossing, Ken- 
sington, South Chicago, and Pullman were 
reported by the police. 

Long delay om the Sixty-third street car 
line occurred beneath the viaduct of the 
Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific Railway 
company between State and La Salle streets, 
caused by the flood, the clogged sewers fail- 
ing to carry off the water. It rose two feet 
to the level of the sideWalk and prevented 
the passage of the cars.

Declared by the Rev. M. P. 
Boynton to Be Just What 
Is Needed in Chicage. 


FAVORS CONTROL BY CITY. 
Would Have Popalar Lectures 
Delivered There on Amer- 
ican Institutions. 


Construction of recreation piers in Chicago 
Was urged by the Rev. M. P. Boynton yester- 
day in comment preceding his sermon in 
Lexington Avenue Baptist church. 

‘It is to be hoped that such an enterprise 
will have abundant success,’ he said, *‘ and 
that the funds will be forthcoming for the 
erection of some of the largest and best 
equipped recreation pters to be found off the 
shores of any Americancity. Itis surprising 


that such enterprises have not been projected ' 


before this. The opportunity is great and the 
gains alluring. 

“No permission should be given for the 
creation of recreation piers, however, unless 
the city .controls such enterprises so com- 
pletely as to abolish every objectionable fea- 
ture, Public money should build these piers 
and taxation should support themin order to 
eliminate the private corporation which 
would care more for nickels and dimes than 
for the children and parents who would flock 
to such breathing places during the summer 
months. 


Would Exclude Liquor Sales. 

* By all means let us have the recreation 
piers, but by every possible endeavor so 
protect this new and worthy enterprise as to 
make it only of helpfulness to the people and 
not another addition to the already too 
numerous gigantic beer gardens and amuse- 
ment halis in this city. 

*“‘It would be a splendid thing if provision 
were made on recreation pliers for great re- 
ligious services, for open air meetings on 
Sunday afternoon and evening, where the 
great preachers of the country of all denomi- 
nations would be heard and the people seated 
comfortably by the thousands. What a splen- 
did thing this would be! Catholics, Jews, 
and Protestants would get together in an 

enterprise of that sort for the religious edu- 
cation of the people. 


Place for Popular Lectures. 

**Popular lectures of all sorts could be 
given and thus educate our people by the 
hundreds and thousands. Many foreigners 
would flock to the recreation piers. Lectures 
upon ‘ Americanism,’ ‘ American Institu- 
tions,” ‘American Opportunities,’ ‘ Ameri- 
can Obligation’ would find a fruitful hear- 
ing, and make rapidly for the best possible 
citizenship. 

** More and more are we demanding home 
rule in the great cities and centers of popula- 
tion In America and that is bound to come 
What we need now is to educate our diverse 
people in such a fashion so that when Chi- 
cago finally secures hom« rule it may be 
wisely administered and build safely for the 
city and the nation. 

** Let us have recreation piers and let them 
have every advantage in music, and art, and 
entertainment, and religion.”’ 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT OF CITY 
ISSUES RULES FOR PUBLIC. 


Parents Are Cautioned Against Ignor- 
ing Ailments or Allowing Neighbors 
to Diagnose Cases. 


The city heaith department has issued a set 
of suggestions to the public in an attempt to 
check the spread of contagious diseases. 
Among them are the following: 

* Don’t belittle the gravity of a sore throat 
—call In your’physician without delay. 

** Don’t think that every attack of vomiting 
and a ‘ breaking out’ of the skin is due to 
overloading of the stomach—follow_ the same 
course as above. 

** Don’t let the good women of the neighbor- 
hood diagnose what disease your child is 
suffering from. 

‘* Don’t seek immunity from the observance 
of health regulations. ’ 

** Don't put the well children with the sick 
—as is the practice in many ignorant families 
—so0 that they may catch the disease and 
‘be over with it.’ It is a dangergus practice, 
contrary to all reason and principle, result- 
ing in the needless sacrifice of many lives and 
the pitiful crippling of many that survive.”’ 

The death roll of the week just closed is 
the heaviest for any week in fourteen 

months. 

A total of 735 deaths was reported during 
the seven days ended April 17, 6 more than 
the preceding week and 108 in excess of the 
corresponding period last year.

Antitoxin Without Cost.

Springfield, U1., April 18.—[Special.}—Edwin 
R. Wright amd James F. Mortis, president 
and secretary. of the Illinois Federation of 
Labor, have interested themselves in the 
fight against tuberculosis, making it a con- 
spicuous part of the campaign against occu- 
pational diseases. 

Arrangements have been made, according 
to the annoumcement of the federation, 
whereby the state board of health and phy- 
sicians of the state will cojperate with the 
labor unions in.an effort to get at the disease 
at its start. 

The anmouncement of these plans is made in 
a circular now being sent out from Springfield 
signed by \iMr. Wright and Mr. Morris, it be- 
ing circular’ No. lin the occupational diseases 
series just being started. 


Text of the Circular. 

Tt is addressed to. all trade unionists and 
reads: 

“Consumption can be cured. All tubercu- 
lar troubles, if treated in the earlier stages, 
may be overcome. If you think you are 
afflicted with this disease it will cost but 2 
cents to hawe a correct diagnosis made, thus 
protecting yourself and those dear to you. 

** Arrangements have been made whereby 
any licensed physician in Illinois will forward 
a sample of your sputum to the state board of 
health, who willexamineit free. Eight thou- 
sand of our friends and neighbors die every- 
year in Illinois from this dread disease. If 
you desire to protect yourself without any 
cost\whatsoever, the Illinois state federation 
will write you fully. ‘4 . 

“Your taxes pay for the expert service to 
diagnose your case and ascertain if you 
have any tubercular trouble. Any doctor 


4 will give you a little tin box made for the 


purpose. The doctor forwards it to the state 
board of health. It costs the doctor only 2 
cents for postage. 


Symptoms Often Are Hidden. 

‘If you find you actually have the disease 
the state will further assist you. The Illinois 
State Federation of Labor will write you how 
to secure all the information you desire. A 
cough often is absent in the early stages of 
the disease, the symptoms often being such 
as to lead one to suspect that he has

NEW MOVE BY HOPKINS. 


Forty-three Legislators Said to 
Have Been Formed in Pha- 
lanx for Attack. 


Ninety per cent of the cities and villages 
of Illinois will hold their municipal elections 
tomorrow. In a majority of them the 
straightway issue appears to be whether 
the local cption law shall be enforced strict- 
ly or with laxness and the saloon question 
in one way or another has entered into the 
campaign in practically all of them. 

The cities which voted for municipal of- 
ficers two weeks ago coincidentally with Chi- 
cago are those which are co-extensive with 
townships or which operate under special 


provisions of the constitution or statues, in-, 


cluding a comparatively small proportion of 
the incorporated municipaliti of the state. 
Mayors and one-half of the membership of 
the city councils In cities and presidents and 
members of the boards of trustees in vil- 
lages will be chosen by the voters tomorrow. 


Hot Fight in Joliet. 

Joliet furnishes the hottest political fight 
of the day, the city having been aroused by 
the bitter personal and . political canvass 
which is ending. Twenty masemeetings 
were held Saturday night, with red fire pa- 
rades and all of the usual accompaniments 
of a rousing campaign. The result is said 
to be much in doubt as to whether Mayor 
Cronin will retain control of the city’s af- 
fairs for another term. a 

Another city where there his ben all sorts 
of maneuvering is Monmouth... Mayor John 
S. Brown is opposed for reélection by W. D. 
Brereton, president of the Western Stone- 
ware company. 

A municipal election campaign in which 
prominent business men are arrayed on op- 
posite sides has come to a close in Maywood. 
Three tickets are.in the field: The good gov- 
ernment, headed by W. Mack Stevens, presi- 
dent of the Penn Anthracite Coal company; 
The Citizens’, headed by John Soffel, and the 
Socialist ticket. 


Story of Saloon Maneuver. 

The understanding seems to prevail in 
many -quarters that the anti-saloon forces 
are preparing for a strategic move at Spring- 
field. If rumors are true, the dry leaders 
are Waiting for the wets to make the first 
move and then go in for a strenuous attempt 
t&secure county option. That move is ex- 
pected to be made Wedpesday, possibly in 
connection with the Plot ateres of the Sunday 
closing bill of the proposed Chicago charter 
legislation. 

The representatives of the charter conven- 
tion g0 to Springfield the night of the elec- 
tion, to appear before the senate and house 
committees on charter, and the Liberty 
League of the United Societies is preparing 
to send down a large delegation in anticipa- 
tion of consideration of the Sunday closing 
bill. If this develops the anti-saloon inter- 
ests see a chance to get a line on the situa- 
tion in the legislature and may then makea 
definite move toward securing the enactment 
of a county local option law.

guilty of carying yellow fever and malaria, 
the time of the housefly has come. The 
Merchants’ association of New York Is after 
the insect and it is to be henceforth removed 
from off the face of this good land. 

The Merchants’ association through its 
water pollution cemmittee of which Edward 
Hatch Jr. is chairman and J. P. Morgan a 
member, has pronounced the “ little fly upon 
the wall” guilty of the dissemination of the 
germs of typhoid fever, tuberculosis, and 
several lesser diseases. Moreover. the com- 
mittee has issued a pamphlet of forty-eight 
printed pages telling just how inherently 
wicked the fly is. It is declared to be “* more 
dangerous than the tiger or cobra, and may 
easily be classed as the most dangerous 
animal on earth.” ' 


Record Shows Indiscreetness. 

Whatever may be the real character of 
the fly, he certainly has been indiscreet and 
has imprudently involved himself in a chain 
of circumstantial evidence. For instance, 
in Brooklyn the investigators set up some 
fiy cages. During the week ended June 6. 
1908, there were fifty deaths from fntestinal 
diseases and fifty-five files were caught. By 
July 4 there had been 212 deaths and 2,000 
insects were captured, thus proving, so the 
fly eatchers declare. that the increase of 
disease was due to the increase of files. 

More than this, by means of charts, with 
wiggly lines going up and down, it is cemon- 
strated that in cities like New York, Boston, 
and Baltimore, where the water supply is 


good, there is great eprevaléence of typhoid 


fever in August and September. 
Followed on Water Front. 


Not content with this evidence. investi- 
gators made a map of New York with black 
cots for deaths from .in.estinal diseases.

into mourning. Then the investigators went 
down to the docks and found multitudes 
of files.

FLAYS ROOSEVELT’S ACTS 


Says They Were the Most Extraor- 
dinary Ever Known in 
Naval History. ~

Philadelphia, Pa.,. April 18.—[Specia). }— 
Admiral George W. Melville, who is on the 
retired list, but keeps up an active interest 
in naval affairs, declares that the nine offi- 
cers who signed a pamphlet of protest to the 
navy department are gulitiess of any infrac- 
tion of naval regulations and therefore not 
subject to court martial. 

“ Any body of officers,” he said, ‘‘ has the 
right to formulate an appeal and present it 
to the secrttary of the navy. Of course, such 
&n appeal or protest must not take the form 
of a conspiracy or mutiny. There*are no 
evidences of either in this case. 


Scores Roosevelt and Aid. 

* If this pamphlet was forwarded to Wash- 
ington through a commandant who was a 
senior officer, and the commandant forward- 
ed the pamphlet to Washington, that fact 
would remove all idea that the protest was in 
the form of a conspiracy. 

“T have no knowiedge of what the whole 
contents of the pampnhiet are, but | do know 
that the actions of the retiring secretary of 
the navy, probably indorsed by the former 
president of the United States, were the most 
extraordinary actions that ever was known, 
not only in the navy of the United States but 
in the navies of the world. 

“These actions have brought forth the 
most severe comment from mén who have 
made a careful study of the navies of the 
world, and they express consternation at the 
acts of the closing days of the last naticnal 
administration.’’ 

. Protest Against Bureau System. 

The officers are charged with violating the 
rules of the service designed to stifle’ public 
criticism of acts of the department heads by 


,the men best fitted to criticise. 


A pamphlet was received by Secretary of 
the Navy Meyer last week which came asa 
message from a secret meeting held by offi- 
cers On March 23. In this message the offi- 
eers criticised the present bureau system in 
the navy department and said that all heads 
of the construction departments should be 
subject to a common supertor, an ‘officer of 
the line. The pamphlet was suppressed.. 

Lieutenant Commander J. 8S. McKean of 
the ordnance department at the Philadelphia 
navy yard and Lieut. K. H. Delaney, in com- 
mand of the U. S. S. Panther, left tonight for 
Washington, where it is expected they will 
be called upon for explanations of the meet- 
ing on the Panther. 


Provisions of the Order. 

The order of the secretary of the navy, 
which caused criticisms, is said to have dis- 
placed old line officers everywhere from con- 
trol of ordnance, construction, repairs, equip- 
ment, and steam engineering, and ‘placed 
young staff oflicers in charge of these de- 
partments. 

The order was promulgated by former Sec- 
retary Newberry on Jan. 25, and approved by 
President Roosevelt the sameday. It caysed 
dissatisfaction among the officers of the line, 
which culminated in a meeting on board the 
U. S. S. Panther on March 23.

Yankee Keats Grabbed Immortality 
fiom Trip to Schoul. 


New York, April 18.—[{Specital.]—Mary's 
little lamb was not a myth—it was an actual- 
ity. Charles E. Chadeayne of Ogeining, N. 
Y., is the authority who vouches for this 
statement and he backs it up with proofs of 
the little creature’s origin, life, deportment. 
and above all its experience in school on 
that well remembered day. 

The information concerning the famous 
animal is gleaned from extensive researches 
made upon the collection of curios belonging 
to Mr. Chadeayne. Exhibits in this collec- 
tion demonstrate to a certainty that Mary's 
pet was a spring lamb, born in 1817 in Ster- 
ling, Mass., where Mary (surnamed Sawyer) 
lived with her parents. The lamb destined 
to be so widely known, in its carliest hours, 
was frail in health. 


Nurses Frail Creature'to Health. 

Several lambs had been born at about the 
same time and Mary made a visit to the fold 
with her papa. 

“ Mary,’ said her father, “‘that lamb is 
dead.”” | 

**No, papa,’’ replied the little girl, “‘ for 
when I move its head it will move it back 
again.’* 

‘But it cannot live,” said her father. 

*“O, yes, maybe it can,’”’ replied Mary. 
‘* Let me take it home and nurse it and tend 
Aiea 

To this Mary’s papa consented. So Mary 
took her littl lamb and carried it home 
and warmed it and fed it. And from that 
moment the poem that everybody knows was 
assured. 

The little girl's pet was so grateful to its 
benefactor that it could hardly bear to 
have ber out of its sight. But Mary must go 
to school, you know, and so there had to be 
a separation tor several hours every day. 
But Mary always said a long gotd-by to 
it every morning. Once in a hurry this 
farewell slipped her mind uniil she had got 
considerable distance from the house. 


How It Came to Go to School. 

And that is how it came about that Mary 
took the lamb to school and how the poetry 
spoken by every chick and child in America 
was inspired. To be sure, the poem says 
that “it followed her to school ore day.” 
Well, that can’t be helped. Facts are facts, 
despite poets. 

When Mary remembered that she hadn't 
paid a parting visit to the lamb she hurried 
right back as quick as she could. She hada 
little sound that she made that was half way | 
between scream and.song, and no matter 
where the lamb was when it heard that sound 
it wouldrunto Mary. As she hastened home- 
ward she made that little sound and sure 
enough here came the lamb. It looked up so 
pleadingly that Mary just couldn't take it 
back to the house and so she wrapped it up in 
her shawl and took it aJong to school. 


Put It Under Her Seat. 

She put it, still wrapped in the shawl, under 
her seat and she never studied so hard in her 
life as she did that morning. She did not 
want the teachg¢r to look her way for fear she 
would see the lamb. But when the time came 
to say lessons the scholars in Mary's class 
had to go Out and stand along a certain 
crack in the floor. And what should hap- 
pen but the moment that Mary started the 
lamb started, too, and went right forward 
and stood on the crack with Mary. 

John Rollestone was the poet who framed 
the original verses. This man of letters ap- 
pears to have been a sort of New Eneland 
Keats, fer he was at that time not more than 
ij years old. He: was studying tinder ‘the 
guidance of-the village parson, and as soon 
as he heard about the lamb incident he saw 
at once that here was his opportunity. 

In a kind of divine frenzy he dashed off the 
stanzas which relate of the lamb being sure 
to go where Mary did, and following her to 
school, and about it making the children 
laugh and play,.and about it being against 
the rules, and about the teacher turning it 
out, and about it waiting outside until Mary 
came out. 


Survived Pet Sixty-five Years. 

This effort contained only three stanzas 
and no more, Mary said ip the late ’80s just 
before her death,’ and constitiited the poem 
as it was stricken from the white hot anvil 
of John Rollestone’s inspiration. So far as 
Mary knew,Rollestone wrote no more regard- 
ing the adventures of the lamb. It was not 
until several years later that Mary read in a 
newspaper some verses accredited to Mrs. 
Sara J. Hale and entitled Mary's Little 
Lamb.” Mrs. Hale had used the Rollestone 
stanzas with one or two slight changes, and 
to them had added three. 

Mary survived her lamb by about sixty-five’ 
years, passing away In Somerville, Mass., 
at the age of 83,’ having tn the meantime 
married a man named Tyler.

PIONEER IN TRADE 


Comes to Chicago in 1857 and 
Later Founds Furni- 
ture Business. 


VICTIM OF THE BIG FIRE. 


Soon Suffers a Second Loss, but 
Is Undaunted and Broad- 
ens His Interests. 


John A. Colby, founder of the firm of John 
A. Colby & Sons, furniture dealers, and one 
of Chicago's pioneer business men, died yes- 
terday morning at his residence, 5626 Madi- 
fon avenue. His death followed a med 
eral decline in health. 

He was 76 years old, being born in Frye- 
burg. Me.. on April 1, 1833. His father. was 
James Colby, a farmer, and his mother was 
Mary Sterling Colby, whose ancestors were 
associated with revolutionary history. His 
gredt-grandmother was the sister of Maj. 
Gen. John stark, hero of the battle of Ben- 
nington. 

Mr. Colby received his early shacelian ins 
country schools and later entered Fryeburg 
@cacdemy, in which Daniel Webster had been 
preceptor. He learned the trade of a cabi- 
met maker, but abandoned it temporarily 
when 19 years old to become a clerk in the 
great cotton mills at Lowell, Mass. In 1855 
he went to Boston and entered the furniture 
house of Gen. Andrews. His brother, Al- 
bert. had preceded him to Boston and soon 
the brothers opened a buok store at 150 Wash- 
ington street. 


Comes to Chicago in 1857. 

Mr. Colby's first visit to the west was in 
1857 when he came to Chicago, rented a | 
Moreroom: fram Judge George Manierre at 
118 Randolph street, and started anew in 
the book business. In 1861 he gave over the 
book business to become a member of the 
Chicago board of trade, dealing chiefly in 
oll and mining stocks. For six years he was 
@ member of the board of trade and then, in 
1867, he entered on his real business career 
by opening a stock of furniture at 42 Deer- 
born street. 

The great Chicago fire swept away the 
business in 1871, but Mr. Colby immediately 
erected a temporary building at Michigan 
avenue and Eldredge court and continued 
the business. Soon, however, a new home 
was found at 202 State street, which wae oc- 
cupied scarcely more than a year when a 
second fire destroyed building and stock. Mr. 
Colby then opened the store across the street 
at 217 State street, which fe occupied for 
twenty years. The fire of 1874 burned the 
buildings on all sides, but the Colby house 
escaped.

@ year ago last January, when Mr. Hunt 
helped his mother celebrate her one hundred 
and sixth birthday.

Mr. Hunt was born at Mount Morris, WN. y et 
Jan. 23, 1833. When he wa$ a young man 
his father died, ahd Mrs. Hunt conceived the 
idea of taking the family out into “ the far 
west,”"’ which had Chicago as its frontier 
post in the "30's...

| Improvement Board Oficial 
Says W. Randolph Street 
Is to Be Considered, 


DRIVEWAY IN BAD SHAPE. 


Mud and Water Cover Sections 
of Thoroughfare; West Pull- 
man Changes Sought. 


Henry 8. Dietrich, president of the board of 
local improvements, commented yesterday 
on demands of the newly organized West 
Randolph Street Business Men’s Improve- 
ment association for a pavement in the west 
side thoroughfare. 

“We are at present working on the street 
potween Halsted and Sangamon streets,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ but as soon as that part is completed 
the question of further ‘improvement will 
come up before the board. 

“The City railway company will have to 
rehabilitate its tracks, however, before per- 
manent changes can be madé. ’ 

Randolph street, from Halsted to Ann 
One side of the thor- 
oughfare between Halsted and Sangamon 
streets has been paved, but the other side is a 

mire, covered with mud and water. From 
Sangamon street west to Ann street condi- 
tions are even worse. With all the other 


streets in the neighborhood well paved, Ran-. 


dolph street is almost impassable for wagons, 
the only piece of good driveway being the 
paved strip in the center of the road where 
the Ogden avenue car tracksare. The drive- 
ways on each side of the tracks are two 
feet below the level of the paved strip, and 
filled with pools of mud and water. 


Association Has Good Start. 
About fifty business men have already 
joined the improvenrent association. L. Gold- 
stein is president and Hugo F. Bauer, a drug- 
gist at 265 West Randolph street, is secre- 


tary and treasurer. 


*“ One section of West Randolph street near 
the center of the city is im a deplorable con- 
dition,’’ said Mr. Bauer. ‘‘ The mud and filth 
that collect in the driveways are not only in- 
sanitary, but unsightly and make driving 
difficult. We need a pavement and we are 
going to get it. 

“Individually, nearly all of the business 
men along this part of the street have pro- 
tested to city officials, but the work has been 
held up and we have been repeatedly turned 
down. With the formation of the improve- 
ment association we hope for early results.”’ 


A meeting of the organization will be held. 


in Bauer’s drug store this evening, at which 
aldermen will be present, it is expected, and 
some definite action will be taken.

Bar Association Attorney Tells 
| of Careful Inquiry. 


| OUTLINES FIGHT ON LAWYERS 


Says Bamborough and Brown Charged 
Clients Excessive Fees, 


In outlining the charges made in disbar- 
ment proceedings against Attorneys Mason 
A. Bamborough and Albert F. Brown, Attor- 
ney John L. Fogle, who filed the charges with 
the clerk of the Supreme court at Springfield 
and will prosecute the cases, yesterday said 
the action was taken after a hearing of both 
sides of the case extending over three weeks 
by the grievance committee of the Chicago 
Bar association. 


Describes Cautious Inquiry. 

“ The people of this city do not understand 
the position of the committee on grievances 
of the Bar association,” said Mr. Fogle in 
discussing the matter. “ In each disbarment 
case a hearthg is given before five members 
on the complaintin writing. The answer also 
must be in writing. The case then ts taken 


under. advisement and. finally is reported to ; 


the board of managers.for authority to file 
information with the Supreme court. 

“The whole proceeding is like a trial and 
the utmost care is taken to prevent anybody 
from being wronged by the presentment of il] 
founded charges. 

“In the Bamborough and Brown case the 
testimony extended over three weeks, inter- 
mittently, and a thorough hearing was given 
to both sides. In the case of F. A. Bingham 
the hearing extended over a month. 

“In the Bamborough and Brown casé one 
count alleges that Louise M. Colekin, a lega- 
tee of Helen Colekin, who lived near London, 
England, had $3,600 left to her. Bamborough 
and Brown hired English solicitors, who sent 
a draft for the money to them, the English- 
men charging $75 for their services. It ap- 
pears that Bamborough and Brown charged 
$1,000 for a service that a bank could have 
performed for about $5. It amounted to their 
charging $1,000 for cashing the draft. 


Tells of Cashier’s Case. 

“In the other count against Bamborouga 
and Brown a man named Edwards, who was 
a cashier for L. Gould & Co., was arrested 
as the result of an alleged discrepancy of $500 
or $600.. Bamborough and Brown defended 
him in the Mnuicipal court, where Judge 
Gemmill held him to the grand jury. His 
lawyers persuaded him to sell his property 
and deposit with them the proceeds, $1,300. 

“ Edwards became suspicious and dis.” 
charged his counsel. Bamborough went over 
to the north side without consulting Edwards’ 
bondsmen and filed a direction to the sheriff 
to put Edwards in jail. A bill of about $1,500 
was presented to Edwards, so that instead 
of turning over his money to him they turned 
over a deficit of about $200. 

“The decision of the Supreme court prob- 


ably will be given at the June term.”

A new method of giving moral instruction 
in the public schools was proposed by Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch yesterday in his morning ad- 
- dress at Sinaitemple. He denounced the sys- 
tem which educates only the brain, and 
pointed out the difficulties in the way of in- 
troducing instruction in morality. 

His solution of the problem was the change 
of schoo! discipline so as to give children the 
| greatest possible liberty, eliminate appeals to 
their sense of fear or of recompense, and de- 
velop their personalities by appealing to their 
‘sense of honor. He declared the eighteenth 


century theory that knowledge was sufficient | 


to build character had been exploded by the 
conduct of “a generation steeped in knowl- 
edge and drynk with science.” 

“ Today,’’ he said, “‘ every master of the art 
and of the science of pedagogy is certain the 
imparting of knowledge, unless supplement- 

ed by something else, is insufficient to build 
character and virtue. The cry has been 
sounded that our public schools are deficient

What other poet can 
compare with the man who built up in his 
fancy such a series of pictures.as hang for- 
ever on the walls of memory after we have 
read*about the garden of Eden? 

“Then anotherthing: Who today, after he 
has had a jolly good laugh, will rise and ex- 
plain how it ever occurred to anybody to 
provide for the continuation of human life on 
this planet by establishing the family rele- 
tion? Could anything be more perfect than 
just to say © I will make a helpmeet for him,’ 
gnd the thing was done? 

“Ts it a huge joke that lies at the bottom 
of the marriage relation and the home? Are 
the words of the most beautiful of ceremo- 
nies but an echo of an ancient and childish 
fable? There is nothing a healthy man en- 
joys more than a hearty laugh. But is it not 
worth while to stop and ask whether or not 
we are laughing. at one of the most ancient 
and most sacred things in all the world?’ 


Sees Good in Class Conflict. 

“Class Conflict ’’ was the Subject of a ser- 
mon by Prof. George Burman Foster in Third 
Unitarian church. 

“There is a good side to the materialistic 
tendency of our time,’’ he said. ‘‘It is na- 
ture’s turn to celebrate her resurrection out 
ef the grave of the church, of the student 
chamber; nature’s turn to reveal her truth, 
ber beauty to man. Therefore, this class 
war, kindled by the stomach question to quell 
a gnawing. torturing hunger, is a cultural 
affair of the first order. 

“Even he who does not himself know need 
of hunger must yet feel what enrichment wilh 
“ome to his life when he is no longer articu- 
ated in the life of need and privation which 
surround him. Therefore, we ought to thank 
for our own sakes the men who have dared 
to begin this class war, from which they 
themselves have gained almost nothing ex- 
cept new wounds. 

“No man can be well and sound so long as 
germs of contagion and decay surround him 
every step of the way. Therefore, the goals 
of our civilization He unconditionally on the 
side of those who in this class war advocate 
the material interests of life. on the side of 


_ gil those who prepare the way for a sound 


mind in a sound body. 


Value of High Ideals. 

“But the right of class war carries with 
it serious duties. It is a delusion to suppose 
that the material eanditions of life being 
improved everything else will follow of it- 
self and that there will be a new flowering 
time of spiritual life. On the contrary, 
every one knows from his own experience 
how every improvement of the outer condi- 
tions of life without corresponding work upon 
one’s own inner life flattens and brutalizes 
@ man. Therfore, everything depends in 
@ur present class War upon whether the up- 
rising. struggling classes of our. people shall 
sharpen and broaden their vision for the 
ideal goods of life. 

“We can ease the way out of a conflict 
which unchains the bitterest, basest passions 
ofmen. We can help to overcome these pas- 
sions and effect the blessed transition from 
class conflict to class brotherhood, in which 
the need of one shall_be the care of all, the 
danger of one the concern of all, a brother- 
hood in which no one liveth to himself alone, 
one holy human community in which there 
shall be the spiritual freedom of the individ- 
Ual within the common brotherhood of all 
Men.”’ 


Attacks Belief in Hades. 

“A bill should be éntroduced at Springfield 
to make the teaching of the doctrine of eter- 
nal damnation to children unlawful in the 
State of Illinois,’ said M. M. Mangasarian 
in his lecture before the Independent Reli- 
gious society in Orchestra hall. ‘In pagan 
Rome it was considered criminal to agitate 
the minds of even the adult with religious 
terrorism. We ought not to be behind the 
Pagans in this mai ?r. Children at least 
should be protected against the panicky feel- 
ing which descriptions of eternal tortures are 
meant to create. 

“Tt is no more interfering with religious 
liberty to pass such a law than Is the prohi-

in 90-Mile Contest. 


THE REV. AUGUSTINE JONES 


Samuel Armstrong of Oak Park has ac- 
cepted a challenge of the Rev. Augustine 
Jones, pastor of the Fourth Congregational 
church of Oak Park, to walk from Oak Park 
to Elgin and back, a distance of ninety miles.

Athletics and Christianity. 

Athletics and Christianity go well together, 
Dr.. Francis G. Peabody of Harvard uni- 
versity asserted in an address before the 
Chicago Sunday Evening club in Orchestra 
hall. 

‘Recently I received a letter asking me 
how many students who professed Chris- 
tianity in Harvard university were athletes,” 
he said. “In answering that question to- 
night I mighf say the athletic life is the re- 
ligious Nfe. No man who despises his body 
can be a Christian. 

“Too many people come out of the Chris- 
tian life to enter the world, taking little 
Christianity with them. Christianity should 
be a part of every one. It is not, as many 
believe, departmapial. but it is or should be 
a part of us.” 

Says Foreigners Imperil City. 

At a special Easter service in Centenary 
Methodist Episcopal church, attended by 
1,000 persons, the Rev. Dr. James Rowe, cor- 
responding secretary of the City Missionary 
society of the Methédist church, preached 
on ‘‘ The: Perils of the City.” 

“ ‘The greatest peril of Chicago,”’ he said, 
‘*ig the fact that this is’a city ‘made up of 
so many forel 
them American ideals. You cannot enforce 
the Sunday closing law on this account. 

“Tt is foolish for-us to be talking about 
Chicagq being anti-caloon territory with 
these conditions. Some people imagine that 
we sé0n will be flying the white flag of pro- 
hibition here, but they do not stop to consider 
these difficulties. Not until the Protestant 
church does more for the foreigner can we 
hope to win the city for moral reform.”

news of his reversal of decision was 
known in both ¢ities at almost thé 
time. Here*the announcement was 
through the reading of a telegram 
him by the Rev. John Newton Free- 
the acting pastor. 


Regards Acceptance as Duty.. 

It was addressed to Moses J. Wentworth, 
chairman of the committee which conveyed 
the call to the eastern man, and read: 

‘Prompted by the will of God and a'sen 
of, definite duty, I am compelled to accep 
your persistent call, trusting in Jesus Christ 
to give to us mutually the power of his holy 
spirit to do his will and work. This action ig 
taken subject to the approval of the presby- 
tery of Baltimore and the presbytery of 
Chicago.”’ 

Dr. Stone, in making known his decision to 
bis own church, said: 

“When 1 learned that the call was tne 
unanimous will of the people of the Chicago 
church and was entirély and absolutely vol- 
untary, I felt that it was more than a call 
of a people. + gem indeed it was the cai of 
God himsélf, 

“* Just as truthfully as I feel my own iden- 
tity, I feel this. I heard God say: ‘Go! to 
me, and if Iam needed on the firing line, then 
surely I must go. What if there be the tire 
of musketry? Is that any reason for me to 
prove the coward ?’’

In speaking of the feeling of Fourth 
church congregation, Mr. Wentworth said 
Dr. Stone's acceptance was regarded as

He can be kept there 
for the full term less the good time allow- 
ance if in the judgment of the prison 
officiats he is not ready to turn over a 
new leaf. If in their opinion he is a fit 
subject for freedom he gets it before the 
maximum term has expired. The state 
senate has passed a bill authorizing the 
jury to fix a determinate sentence.

Seldom has the death of 4 dramatic artist 
called forth such universal expressions of 
sorrow as that of old Adolf: von Sonnenthal, 
who succumbed ten days ago to apoplexy at 
Prague, where he was playing the leading 
role at the Court theater with all the vigor 
and alertness of a man at least twenty-five 
or thirty years younger. Much has been 
written about him, but to his obituaries there 
may be added the following few facts: He 
was the first actor to be invested with heredi- 
tary hobility by the Austrian crown, and the 
favor with which he was regarded by the 
emperor and by a]l the members of the house 
of Hapsburg was showr not alone by the 
orders of the Iron Crown and of Francis 
Joseph, with which he had been decorated,.

Thus, when Archduchess Valerie, now the 
mother of about eight or ten children, was a 
young girl, the empress would frequently 
consult Sonnenthal as to the plays to which 
she could send her favorite ddughter with- 
out offendimg the latter's sense of delicacy.

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Chicago Traders Express Belief in 
Ultimate Higher Level. 


RATES ON MONEY ARE LOW. 


Business Confidence Said to Be Increas- 
ing; Bond Prices Firm. 


Sentiment of Chicago traders is still gen- 
erally and firmly bullish on the stock mar- 
‘ket. Slight reactions from present prices are 
not unlooked for, but it Is the prevailing be- 
lief among local traders and in commission 
houses that ultimately the general level of 
prices will be higher than it is now, The 
comparative ease with which the market has 
recovered recently from short reactionary 
movements tends to strengthen the belief in 
higher values. 

The market is still subject, of course, to 
outside influences of importance. The anxi- 
ety on account of tariff legislation has been 
lessened materially, however, by the senate’s 
position. The expected decision of the 
United States Supreme court on the com- 
modity clause is still an important factor. 
The oft repeated report that the decision 
“would be handed down Monday” and 
would be favorable to the railroads was 
made to do duty in the bull movement in 
Reading in Saturday's session. 


Money Conditions Favorable. 

Money conditions continue decidedly fav~- 
orable to the market. Rates are low with 
little prospect of hardening materially be- 
fore the late fall months. Business confi- 
dence seems to be increasing and in some 
lines business activity has.made good gains. 
This is true of several lines in the steel 
industry, though it must be admitted that 
the increase has been somewhat at the ex- 
pense of prices and profits. 

In the Chicago market there has been fair 
trading activity and the general range of 
quotations has been slightly improved. 
Bond prices have been firm, except in one 
or two instances, and in the stock list a 
few issues have been advanced sharply. 
Sears-Roebuck common has been put up to 
a new high price mark at 85, but the manner 
of the advance was not altogether unsug- 
gestive of manipulation, 

Commonwealth Edison has continued in 
small but rather constant demand from in- 
vestment sources and has established a new 
high price record at 113%. National Biscuit; 
American Can, and some of the other in- 
dustrial stocks have been in fair demand 
and firmer in price. On the other hand, Car- 
bon common, a stock that has had the ap- 
pearance of extreme strength because of the 
smaliness of the issue and the fact that 
it has been closely held, broke sharply dur- 
ing the week on the offering of a few small 
amounts. 

United Boxboard preferred has lacked 
buying demand recently and has been easier 
in price. People’s Gas has sagged in the past 
few sessions and had smal! buying inquiry. 


New York Bank Statement. 

The New York bank statement Saturday 
indicated a slight improvement in the cash 
position. Deposits were increased material- 
ly and ‘the surplus reserve total was raised 
again to nearly $12,000,000. The following
